of The Christ 



| From Kentucky Post.j 
Commonwealth Attorney It. G- 
Williams, of Kenton county, de- 
livered an unusual address before 
the bible class of the First Christ 
ian Church, Covington, Sunday 
morning, on "The Trial of Christ 
From a Lawyer's Viewpoint.' - 
From start to finish the talk wus 
intensely interesting Bud touched 
upon the illegal procedure in the 
trial of Christ from both the Ro- 
Hebrew laws of that 



"Both civil and criminal trials 
from the earliest times have cre- 
ated a great interest,'' said Prose 
cutor Williams, "bat of all the 
great trials of the past aud pres- 
est none has been so intensely in- 
teresting as the criminal trial of 
our Savior. 

•The first question is, Was the 
trial of the Calilein peasant a 
legal one? Did it abide strictly 
with the requirements of the laws 
of that time? From what I have 
studi<nJ from the various histor- 
ical readings, it did not. From 
start to finish it was illegal. 

"The trial of Jesus was two 



morning^ on April 7, to try Jesus 
at which time he was convicted, 
and senteuced to death. At day- 
break on the same morning the 
court reassembled to retry Him 
aud to determine how 
brought before Pilate, 
hour thereafter He was dead be 
fore the Roman Governor, Pontius 
Pilate, for trial under the civil 
law on the charge of high treason 
against Caesar. Che trial result- 
ed in a verdict of acquittal hut in 
stead of releasing the prisoner as 
the law directed, he ordered Him 
taken before Herod, Tetrach of 
Gallilee, who, after another trial, 
during which the court mocked 
and brutalized the prisoner, fin- 
ally sent Him hack to the Roman 
Governor. Pilate aunounced that 
Herod had failed to find the pris 
oner guilty and reminded the peo- 
ple who were clamoring fot the 
life of Jesus that he himself had 
acquitted Him. He then proposed 
to scourge the Nazarene and re- 
lease Him. This offer was scorn- 
lully rejected by the Jews, who 
were demanding the crucitication 
of Jesus. Although Pilate could 
find no fault in the man lie yielded 
to the demands of the mob and or- 
dered the prisoner crucified. 



His sublime deportment at times 
caused His Judges even to marvel. 
His friends and followers had de 
serted Him in His hour of greatest 
need. Single banded and uuaided, 
it could be | the Gallilean peasant had bared 
Within an Hi s breast and brow to the com- 
bined authority, to the insults and 
outrages ot both Jerusalem and 
Rome.

Woman iv'.ay Find as Much Enjoyment 
With Flock of Birds as She Does 
on Shopping Expedition. 



Portland, Ore. — According to an un- 
confirmed report received here the 
Canadian gunboat Rainbow was in 
action against the German cruisers 
Leipsiz and Xurnberg In Pacitic 
waters several weeks ago. The date 
of the reported engagement and its 
location are not given. 

According to the story, which is 
said to have been told by an English 
man residing in Canada, the Rainbow 
suddenly came upon the Herman 
cruisers, and the latter immediately 
opened fire. The Rainbow replied 
and was putting up a stiff battle 
against great odds when the French 
cruiser Montcalm came to her rescue. 
The Montcalm opened fire on the Ger- 
mans, who, after firing several more 
broadsides, steamed away in the face 
of the Montcalm's superior arma- 
ment. 

The Rainbow is said to have been 
so badly damaged in the engagement 
that it was necessary for the Mont- 
calm to tow her to the Canadian na- 
val base at Esquimault. No confir- 
mation of this story is to be had from 
Canadian sources. 

The cannonading heard off Coos 
Bay several weeks ago has never been 
satisfactorily explained, and it is 
highly probable that those who heard 
the booming of guns were not mis- 
taken, and that it was the engage- 
ment between the little Rainbow and 
the two German cruisers. 

Portgular Votes For Intervention. 

London. — The London Star has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Lisbon which 
says that the Portuguese Congress 
voted the government's proposal for 
military intenvention in the war by 
Portugal. The vote, it is assumed, 
places Portugal on the side of the 
allies.

Santiago, Chile. — An official state- 
ment, issued by the maritime author- 
ities, says that it has been proved 
that German warships have been vio- 
lating the neutrality of Chile by stay- 
ing for several days in the Juan Fer- 
nandez Islands, capturing two neutral 
ships, seizing coal and provisions and 
sinking the French bark Valentine a

The greatest wheat area in the 
world's history will he planted for 
the 1915 harvest as a result of the 
European war, is the opinion of 
Charles M. Daugherty, statistical 
expert of Agriculture. In a re- 
port made public Tuesday, Mr. 
Daugherty says: 

"As a result ot the war in Eur- 
ope, a worldwide tendency exists 
to increase the acerage of wheat. 
Doubtless the most extensive 
area in the history oj the world 
wiil be ueeded during the present 
autumn and coming spring. A 
prospective heavy demand for 
this imporUUt food grain by the 
importing countries ot Western 
EUirope Is likely, if seeding con- 
ditions favor, to give extraordin- 
ary stimulus to sowings of both 
winter and spring varieties in the 
two great exporting countries of 
North America and to those sow- 
ings now being furrished under 
auspicious circuinstaiioes in Brit- 
ish India 

"In the Southern Hemisphere 
seeding was completed before the 
war began, aud the effect of eco 
nomic conditions upon extension 
of areas there will be manifest on- 
ly in the spring and summer oi 
1915. 

'In Europe, where ordinarily 
over one-half the world's wheat 
is produced, the indicatious are 
that all available labor resources, 
in both neutral and contending 
nations, will be utilized to the ut- 
most for getting in full or increas- 
ed areas. In Italy, where wheat 
acreage is ordinarily second in ex- 
tent to that of no State in Europe, 
excepting Russia, 1,000,000 acres, 
it is said, will be added to the 
crop.

Washington, Nov 18 — There is no 
indication of a movement for interven- 
tion in the European war by the Wash- 
ington government or another tender 
of its good offices as peacemaker Hoth 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
have said to callers that until thet" 
was an intimation from one of the bel 
ligerents that the good offices of the 
United States as peacemaker was de 
sired no further move looking to peace 
would be made by the president. 

The president said there could be 
no further step in the way of offering 
mediation without the risk of incur- 
ring the displeasure of certain of the 
powers and crippling the efforts of this 
country to achieve peace when the time 
comes to act The president will wait 
for a suggestion from one or more of 
the belligerents that mediation is de- 
sired. The United States, through the 
president in a formal as well as in an 
informal way, baa made the tender of 
its good offices for mediaUon. The 
offer stands and is well understood by 
the belligerents.
